Revolvers, Bricks, and Bottles 
Used When Strike-Breakers 
Arrive in City, 


SIMPATHIZERS OF UNIOK 
SURROUNDING CAR BARK 


Over Dosen Strike-Breakers Injured 
in the Battle—Officers of Strik- 
ing Street Car Employees’ 
Union Endeavor to Pre- 
serve Peace. 


Pensacola, Fila., April !0.—The bring- 
ing of a car load of strike breakers | 
from St. Louis this afternoon by the | 
Pensacola Electric Company was tha | 
signal for rioting and disorder such as | 
has not been experienced in this city | 
in twenty years. 

No sooner had the strike breakers 
arrived and started from the union 
depot for the car sheds than a fight 
occurred between them and the sym- 
pathizers of the union men, and from 
tthe corner of Palafox and Wright 
streets, where the first battle occurred, 
there was a continual riot, in whicii 
bricks, bottles and shells were hurled 
at the strike breakers, and in turn the 
latter fired shots, used,heavy sticks 
and bricks. 

Dozen Strike-Breakers Hurt. 

For over an hour the riot continued, 
the strike breaker# gradually getting 
nearer to the car barns; but before 
they reached there about a dozen had 
been wounded and were picked up on 
the streets where they were left by 
sympathizers of the strikers. 

When near the car barns, 
was the onslaught on the body of im- 
ported men that they separated and 
fled, thirty running into a negro house, 
while the remainder reached the car 
barn and barricaded the doors. There 
tonight they remain, with the friends 
of the strikers surrounding them. The 
thirty men who gained the negro 
house barricaded the doors, and it took 
the police over an hour to disperse the 
mob and remove the men to places of 
safety. 

Tonight two of the imported men are 
in the hospital, and eight are in the 
police station for medical treatment 
and safety. ; 

Police Detail Powerless. . 

The riot occurred 86 suddenly that 
the detail of police. headed by Chief 
Saundere, was powerless to quell the 
disturbance. When the imported men 
reached the depot there were about 
fifty men gathered there. There was 
not the least disturbance, and the 
strike breakers marched down Tarra- 
gona street two abreast to Wright; 
then turned west and started for the 
car sheds, headed by Burr, the famous 
strike breaker. There was an  0oc- 
casional ery of “scab” from crowds that 
had gathered along Wright street, but 
with this exception there’ was not the 
slightest sign of disorder. At the cor- 
er of Palafox and Wright Ssreets, as the 
last of the imported men were cross- 
ing. a crowd of boys was standing, and 
one of the youngsters shoved another 
the strike breakers. The latter 
felled him with a suit case, and this 
was the signal for the riot. Crowds of 
sympathizers who had stood still rush- 
ed into the etrike breakers, and there 
were yells of “Kill the scabs,”” cries 
of pain, curses and yells of defiance. 

Then a Shot Was Fired. 
Out Wright street the crowds surged,

Momentarily the mob | 
stopped, but when one of the strike! 
breakers raised his revolver and fired, | 
the sympathizers rushed at the men. 
There were shots, but these could hard- 
lv be heard in the din, and only strug- 
humanity could be 
seen through clouds of dust. The strike 
breakers fled, pursued by the sympa- 
thizgers, with the police vainiv en-

Secretary Taft, upon entering Hopkins 
theater for his principal address, was 
accorded a thundering welcome. He was 
introduced by Colonel Morris B. Belk- 
nap, who, in a few pungent sentences, 
characterized the secretary as “home 
folks,” and as such one who could best 
introduce himself to any strangers 
who might be in the house. If there 
were any such they did not manifest 
their presence when the secretary 
arose to speak. 

Recalled Louisville Memories, 


Secretary Taft, in opening his ad- 
dress, referred to his service as judge 
of the United States circuit court hav- 
ing jurisdiction over Kentucky, and re- 
calied a numobs*r of personal memories 
of Louisville leaders in the legal pro- 
fession. ; 

“We have before us,’’ sdid the secre- 
tary, ‘‘a campaign presenting many se- 
rious issues. Some others are not 80 
important, but are being kept alive by 
the gentleman, who, I presume wili head 
the democratic column. Mr. Bryan, I 
presume, speaks for the democratic 
party.’’ 

At the mention of Bryan’s name there 
was scattering, but vigorous applause, 
lasting a minute or two. When they 
had become quiet, Secretary Taft smil- 
ingly said:

“IT am glad to note that there appeare 
to be a number of democrats disguised 
as followers of Mr. Bryan in the house 
I hope they will stay and hear a little 
sound doctrine.” 

Amid Faughter and cheers the secre- 
tary then launched into a discussion of 
the policies of the McKinley and 
Roosevelt administrations in regard to 
the acquisition and government of :the 
Philippines and other colonies acquired 
as a result of the Spanish-American 
war. 

At the beginning of his remarks he 
criticized Mr. Bryan for attacking the 
administration's policies in the Philip- 
pines, after he had been largely respon- 
sible for the signing of the treaty of 
Paris and the consequent assumption by 
the United States of the burden of gov- 
erning the Philippines.

Secretary Taft attacked Mr. Bryan's 
plan for national ineorporation of con- 
cerns engaged in interstate trade, de- 
claring it would impose an intolerable 
burden on the multéitude of small con- 
cerns doing business over state lines. 
The power given congress to regulate 
commerce between the states was in- 
tended to free commerce, not to fetter 
tr in any such way. The amendments 
favored by President Roosevelt, he said, 
would have the effect of forcing pub- 
licity of ‘businese methods of the big 
fellows and the only ones having power 
to stifle competition. 

Describing the interrelation and inter- 
dependence of capital and labor, Mr. 
Taft said: ; 

‘The laboring men are beginning to 
gee ehat they have @ vital interest in 
maintaining laws protecting the security 
of capital and private property. But 
when it comes to deciding how the joint 
profits of capital and labor shall be di- 
vided, we find a direct clash of parties 
with opposing and equal interests.

CONDEMN ALDRICH BILL. 


Railroad Men Present Arguments 
Against It. 


Washington, April 10.—Victor Mora- 
wetz, chairman of the executive board 
of the Atchison, Topeka and Sante Fe 
railroad; Emory W. Clark, vice presi- 
dent of the First National bank of De- 
troit and representative of the Clearing 
House Association of that city, and 
Frank Dale La Lanne, representative 
of the Philadelphia board of trade, ap- 
peared before the committee on bank- 
ing and currency of the house of repre- 
sentatives today. and all condemned the 
Aldrich bill and gave many reasons 
why they did not think it should be- 
come a law. 

Mr. Clark declared that the bill, as 
an emergency measure, was not worthy 
of serious consideration. It would not, 
he said, result in the banks preparing 
themselves for a panic by purchasing 
bonds as provided for in the bill-as a 
basis of the emergency currency. 

Mr. La Lanne presented a report from 
a committee of the Philadelphia board 
of trade against the Aldrich bill. The 
committee was opposed to the prohibi- 
tion respecting the making of loans 
to institutions in which @4@irectors of 
the bank are interested, and he said 
that, as bank directors are men of 
extensive business affairs, such a re- 
striction would result in either the 
loss of business or of desirable direc- 
tors. 

Mr. Morawetz favored the appoint- 
ment of a non-partisan “commission to 
take up the entire subject of banking 
and to present.a plan at the next ses- 
sion of congress for legislation. He 
was opposed to keeping bonds as a 
part of the reserve of banks, saying 
that during the recent stringency many 
banks were loaded up with bonds, while 
only money would help them.

Washington, D. C., April 10.—In an 
elaborate speech in the house of repre- 
Sentatives today, Mr. Aiken, of South 
Carolina, urged the passage of his bill 
to provide for refunding to lawful 
claimants the proceeds of the cotton 
tax collected by the govednment ille? 
gaily, as he claims, in !863-68. The total 
amount of this tax, he sald, was more 
than sixty-eight million dollars, of 
which the eleven cotton states paid 
nearly sixty-five million dollars. In 
cases where claims cannot be estab- 
lished, the plan of Mr. Alken, as stated 
by him, is that the amount shall be 
turned over to the various state tr«as- 
urers for use in the common school fund 
of such states. 


Wrote Eacuses for Girls. 


Savannah, Ga., April 10.—(Special.)— 
Because he wrote notes asking that two 
young schoo! girls be excused from ab- 
senceg from school, W. Rhett Wever, 
a young man of fine family in Savan- 
nah, was fined $60.35 in police court 
yesterday. He signed the names of the 
mother of one of the girls and the 
father of the other to the notes. He igs 
35 years of age, while the school chil- 
dren are but !2. The father of one 
of them found them in the store where 
Wever is employed and caused his ar- 
rest. 


Against Japanese Scheme, 


Hongkong, April '!0—The Hongkong 
chamber of commerce has sent a circular 
to the London, Manchester, Liverpool, 
Bradford, Glasgow, Shanghai, Tien-tsin 
and other chambers of cOMmerce sug- 
gesting diplomatic action agains: tne 
Japanese Cotton Spinners’ Association 
in their propoeal to insert lottery tick- 
ets in bales of cotton yarn, thus arti- 
ficially fostering the Japanese trade to 
the detriment of the Indian. The value 
of Hongkong'’s importations amounts to 
$25,000,000, of which 90 per cent is In- 
dian. It is contended that the Japanese 
soheme ig calculated to appeal to the 
gambling instincts of the Chinese.

Are Critics Fair? 

WORDS TO THE WISE AND OTH- 
ERS. By Ellen Burns Sherman. The 
author “takes a fall out of” book re- 
viewers in one of her essays in a vol- 
ume of elewen themes treated with 
electric epigrams and, here and there, 
from a somewhat dogmatic viewpoint. 

The particular essay, “When Steel 
Strikes Punk,” is eminently readable, 
but scarcely characterized by that 
judicial calm the subject would seem 
to demand. It is written, mainly, on 
the assumption that the book reviewer 
is a near-literary beast seeking that 
which he may devour, that the written 
criticism is rarely more than a medium 
to display the critic’s style and vocab- 
ulary, and that not a few reviewers do 
not even read the books upon which 
they are called to pass judgment. 

These indictments may hold in a few 
instances, but they are probably ex- 
ceptional. The old humorous libel that 
“critics are disappointed authors,” and 
therefore prone to deal venomously 
with the work of successful writers, 
is seldom founded on fact. It is likely 
that the average critic, being human, 
would much rather commend than con-+ 
demn, though there are bilious and 
scolding book reviewers ag there are 
authors. Where vitriol is laid on, it is 
generally deserved. And, contrariwise, 
where praise is given the appraisal is 
a just one. 

The function of the conscientious 
critic igs not simply that of a sort of 
mirror, reflecting to the public the plain 
contents of the volume reviewed. The 
sheer holding of the position is prima 
facie evidence of a certain discrimina- 
tfon, a mind trained in Nfe and its

And as for skipping books: If critics 
read through every dreary page that 
came under their observation, they 
would have no time for sleeping or 
eating. Reasonable ability presupposes 
the faculty of fairly rapid judgment, 
save where the book is of such im- 
portance as to demand and justify an 
extended examination and reexamina- 
tion.

SOUTH GROWS. YET LAGS: | 


POSSIBILITIES 


Wonderful Resources and Wonderful Development, Yet 
We Have Not Kept Pace, Says Edmonds—Talks 
of Railroads and Business. 


Greensboro, N. C., April 1!0.—(Special.» 
Asserting, in substance, that continual 
baiting of the railroads in the south had 
deflected capital from this section and 
thrust back the progress of develop- 
ment radically and thrown thousands 
of men out of employment, Richard H. 
Edmonds, editor of The Baltimore 
Manufacturers’ Record, pleaded at the 
annual banquet of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of this city for such reassurances 
to investing capital, and such conserva- 
tism and liberality in legislation as 
would once more face the south in a 
forward attitude on fhe road to the 
leadership of the nation. 

Mr. Edmonds foréefully analyzed the 
progress of the south, recounted with 
the accuracy of an expert its innumer- 
able advantages and resources while 
declaring that development had not 
proceeded at the rates these assets 
justified, and advocated such policies 
[as would enable the south to speedily 
overcome the handicap now held by the 
remainder of the nation. 

Wonderful Growth. 


Mr. Edmonds summarized, as follows, 
the marvelous growth of the south for 
the period since 1860 in the following 
terms: 

“In that period it has increased its 
production in agriculture from $660,- 
C00.000 to $2,280,000,000;: In manufactur- 
ing from 


000,000. It has increased its exports 
from $264,900,000 to $734,000,000, the 
length of its railroads from 20,600 to 
65,000 miles and its aggregate wealth 
from $7,500,000,000 to $20,000,000 ,000 
and more. With its population today of 
nearly 26,000,000, as compared with 33.,- 
855,000 in the rest of the country In 
1880, the south is mining more than 
twice as much coal as the rest of the 
country mined twenty-seven vears ago, 
is making more than three times as 
much coke, more than twice as much 
lumber and nearly as much pig iron. 
Its capital invested in cotton mills is 
more than $50,000,000 greater than the 
capital so invested in the rest of the 
country in 1680, the value of its farm 
products is nearly $700,000,000 greater 
and the value of merchandise sent 
through its ports is more 
000,000 greater.’”’ 

We Have Larged. 


Admitting that these figurés and com- 
parisons were magnificent and dra- 
matic {!n their immensitv, Mr. Edmonds 
declared that the southern states had 
not kept pace, proportionately, with the 
remainder of the country, which, with 
infinitely smaller resources, had left 
this section in the rear. He called at- 
tention, especially, to prosperous and 
densely populated New England, to the 
virlle and aggressive Pacific .coast 
States, where liberality in policy and 
never-resting energy in attracting capi- 
tal and practicalizing development had 
enabled the people to record a growth 
that should have been shamed by the 


‘south, with our incomparably more ver- 


satile and voluminous resources. 
Elaborating his views as to the meth- 

ods by which the south could most 

quickly and safely overcome this dis- 


prov..ence, Mr. Edmonds said: 
Reassuring Capital. 


“Of itself the south cannot expect to 
keep pace with the growth of the rest 
of the country, notwithstanding itg nat- 
ural advantages. It needs more men, it 
needs more money from the outside. It 
can have them both. To get them it 
must not.only make its resourceg more 
widely known, but it must make the 
world fully understand, and thig would 
be its best possible advertisement, that 
men and money would find it profitable 
and pleasant to make their homes within 
its borders. 

“The south has more to gain than any 
other section of the country in giving 
this assurance and the opportunity to 
give it is passing right now. 

“Lt required no far-sighted vision, no 
gift of. prophecy a year ago to foretell 
the present acuteness in the financial 
and industrial situation. No man who 
understands financial or business mat- 
ters, and who would honestly investi- 
gate the situation, could by any possi- 
bility have failed to see that we were 
hastening as rapidly ag possible down 


the valley of business depression in 
which we have been dwelling for the 
last six months. No one would think 
of questioning the fact that the rail- 
roads have been guilty of many sins of 
omission and commission; no one would 
deny that some wise regulation of rail- 
roads is necessary, but many of the 
southern states, ag well as many states 
in other sections, undertook to pass such 
drastic legislation that no man mentally 
able to care for his own property would 
haye been eso foolish within the /iast 
twelve or eighteen months as to invest 
in railroad securities, 
Carriers ot Blameless. 


“In fact, any man who, during that 
time, would have put money into rail- 
roads, unless it might be with the view 
of trying to save what he already had 
invested, would by that very act have 
suggested to his family and friends the 
wisdom of the appointment of a commit- 
tee to. inquire into his sanity. There 
have been great inequalities in railroad 
rates and railroad facilities. These 
things needed correction, but, instead of 
attempting to force railroad rates down, 
the country must soon come to recog- 
nition of the fact that railroad rates 
must be advanced. 


Rates Lowest in the World. 


“Our railroad rateg are the lowest in 
the world. They are the wonder and 
envy of European shippers who pay from 
two to three times as high freight rates 
as American shippers. We hear a great 
deal of foolish talk about the overcapi- 
talization of our roads and of watered 
stock, when they are capitalized at less 
than one-third as much per mile as Eng- 
lish roads, and wien, as a matter of 
fact, {t would be impossible to duplicate 
them for the sum total of every dollar 
of securities outstanding. We have 
reached a point in American rafiroad 
development where vast expansion is 
necessary. If the rate of growth of our 
country i@ to be continued during the 
next ten yearg ae during the last fifteen 
or twenty, we must within that period 
double the entire transportation facili- 
ties of the country. In 1896 the rail- 
roads of the United States handled 97.- 
000,000,000 mile tons of freight; in 1906 
they handled 2153000,000,000 mile tons, a 
gain of largely more than 120 per cent. 
If we should only increase by [00 per 
cent the growth traffic during the 
next ten years, we would by !i9/8 have 
to be prepared to handle 430,000,000,000 
mifie tons of freight. 


Money Urgent for Development. 


“Reduce this by 25 per cent as a mar- 
gin of safety and there is no good rea- 
son Why our progress in the next ten 
years should not exceed that of the last 
ten, and it would etill require an in- 
vestment of $7,000,000,000 or $8,000,000,-

ties needed by the country. Unless this 
expansion in railroads can be provided 
and on a broader scale than the public 
seems to have realized, unless single 
track roads can be dowble-tracked, un- 
less thousands of miles of new line can 
be built, our progress, will, of necessity, 
be haited by our inability to handle 
traffic. The prosperity ofthe ratiroads 
is essential to the prosperity of the 
country. They must be given the Op- 
portunity by large earnings to draw 
from its ihiding place every idle dollar. 
Investments in railroads must be made 
as safe and secure as | n laws and 
the amplest protectio laws can pro- 
vide. 

People Suffer With the Railroads. 


“Railroad poverty means our poverty, 
railroad prosperity means our prosper- 
ity and the prosperity of every interest 
and of evey class of people. Farmers, 
merchants, day laborers, bankers and 
all others are ag vitally interested in 
such raiinoad prosperity as will bring, 
not merely tens of millions, nor hun- 
dreds of millions, but billions for ex- 
pansion. Unless these billions shal] be 
secured we cannot hope for a full devel- 
opment of the boundless wealth-creating 
potentialities of the south. 

“Within the last few months over 
$100,000,000 of English capital nas 
sought investment in the building of 
railroads and in important development 
entenprises in Canada. As far as the 
public knows, outside of the small specu- 
lative investments made from time to 
time on stock exchanges, not a dollar 
of English capital has sought invest- 
ment in American enterprises. No man 
is going to put his money into an en- 
tenprise or into a section of country un- 
less he feels that it is safe and that it 
will bring him larger profits than if in- 
vested at home. 


Competition for Capital. 


“With the marvellous expansion of 
trade and commerce the whwle world is 
calling for capital. The south is forced 
to compete against Canada, the Pacific 
coast, Mexico and Africa and Asia.

“Dormant natural resources may fill 
our ‘hearté with pride, but they will 
not fill our pockets with money.

Of all sections it can be most benefited 
in every respect by leading in the sup- 
pression of this agitation. Of all sec- 
tions it should stand before the world 
preeminent in the strength of its pro- 
tection to life and property, for upon 
this protection civilization and material 


/advancement alike are staked. 


If Agitation Had Not Prevailed, 


“If, through its legislatures, its press 
and its business organizations, the south 
had proclaimed to the world that there 
would be no fight againt railroads, but 
that, on the contrary, they would be up- 
helqd and protected, it is quite safe to 
Say that at the preeent time at least 
$500,000,000 would now be going into the 
expansion of railroad facilities in this 
section. Instead of lack of employ- 
ment there would be ample employment, 
as there was twelve months ago. iIn- 
stead of depression ‘the south would 
Stand out as uhe one section of great 
business astivity and prosperity. More- 
Over, the south’s example under such 
conditions would have been a saving 
power to stem the tide and to save the 
country’s prosperity. Never did any 
section have such an opportunity. We 
bemoan the lost cause, but here was a 
lost opportunity. & we had avatied our- 
selves of it, it would not only have saved 
the south from the depression and loss 
of the last six months, but it would 
have added more to our wealth than the 
lost cause ever took from us in materia) 
things.

“If we want to see the south again 
thrill with the pulsations of business 
activity, if we want to see the same 
broad prosperity throughout the entire 
land which existed for ten years until 
last summer, the opportunity is within 
our grasp. If we would bring back these 
conditions let there go forth from the 
south a broad proclamation to the 
world, a proclamation from every town 
and every state in this section, pledging 
the gacred honor of the people of the 
south that they will forever turn their 
backs upon unwise and unnecessary 
agitation; that they will discourage by 
every means within their power any 
policy that will injure investments, and 
guarantee the fullest possible protec- 
tion to investors. Then, and not until 
then, mill it be possible to secure the 
full benefit of the marvelous latent re- 
sources which now await the touch of 
capital to create boundless wealth to 
the blessing of the whole south.”

The fire- 
men ran up ladders, and soon had the 
frightened people on the ground. The 
Chesners had tried to make their way 
down the stair when fire escapes were 
found filled, and it was in the halls 
that the two boys lost their lives. The 
fire was extinguished before it had 
spread from the building in which it 
started, but many surrounding struc- 
turés were seriously threatened for a 
time.

NO EVIDENCE 
AGAINST ACTORS 


But Those Who Fail to Ap- 
pear Will Forfeit Bond 
Money, 


Kansas City, April '0.—There was an 
unexpected turn in the Sunday observ- 
ance theater cases here today when 
Judge William H. Wallace, of the crim- 
inal court, admitted that there was no 
evidence to convict the 2,000 actors in- 
dicted within the last six months. 

After a long delay some of the cases 
are about to come -~- for trial. In 
othere Judge Wallace refused to change 
&@ venue to Judge E E. Porterfield, 
whom the state supreme court recently 
declared could try the cases. 

“What's the use of sending those 
cases over,” Judge Wallace finally 
said, in reply to the arguments of the 
attorneys for the defendants. “We 
have no evidence to convict the actors 
except those arrested during the last 
few weeks.” 

It appears that the grand jury that 
returned most of the early indictments 
neglected to secure witnesses to the al- 
leged violation of the Sunday law. 

Notwithstanding the admission of the 
court, Judge Wallace declined to grant 
the change of venue, and told the at- 
torney that he must have the defend- 
ants in court or thelr bonds would be 
forfeited. The bonds in the aggregate 
amount to many thousands of dollars. 

When notified of this condition, 
Frank M. Lowe, one of the attorneys 
for the theatrical people, started for 
Jefferson City to apply to the supreme 
court tor a writ of mandamus to com- 
pel Judge Wallace to transfer all the 
theater cases to Judge Porterfield’s 
division of the court.

OCKS SHOWED 
SOME STRENCTE 


But Toward Close Had Re- 
aclionary Tendency, 


Erie and Union Pacific Led the Ad- 
vance—Activity in Some Usually 
Inactive Stocks Traceable 
to Erie Settlement 
Influence. 


New York, April !0.—The stock mar- 
ket enjoyed. a eonsiderable period of 
strength today, but gave evidence dur- 
ing the later stages of the advance of | 
reactionary tendency. The advances 
were especially sharp in a number of) 
usually inactive issues, and the rather 
erratic jumps which were forced in- 
these gave the market an artificial | 
aspect which begot a spirit of caution | 
in following the movements. The prv- 
fessional element is proverbially sus-_ 
picious of the passing of activity into 
this class of securities, because they 
are usually the last resort of manipu- 
lation to sustain prices after the ca- 
pacities of the more active issues have 
been exhausted. There were, besides, 
several conspicuous stocks among the 
industrials, which were almost wholly 
unresponsive to the rising tendency 
of prices, and these proved an in- 
creasing weight on the market. United 
States Steel was the notable example, 
although Amalgamated Copper’s heav- 
iness also was of some sympathetic 
effect. The publication of a statement 
from Charles M. Schwab, former pres- 
ident of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, fully concurring in the view 
of Chairman Gary, published yester- 
day, on the advisability and probabil- 
ity of maintaining steel prices, did 
not have the effect it was apparently 
intended to have. This was partly due 
to the conspicuous absence of any 
claim in either statement regarding 
present activity of demand or growth 
of orders. The repetition of protesta- 
tions of the determination to maintain 
prices carries an impression of en- 
forcing an argument to differing views 
in the trade, and does not ulet the per- 
sistent rumors of a likely reduction in 
prices. These rumors came from Pitts- 
burg again today, and were coupled 
with assertions of a further shrinkage 
in orders for finished products. There 
were reports 1lso,originating in London, 
that the selling again of the Amalga- 
mated Copper Company was putting 
the price of copper up in London. It 
is impossible to secure any official in- 
formation of the acts of this company, 
but the reports depressed copper securi- 
ties in Paris. There was also another 
reduction in the price of copper war- 
rants in London and in the price of the 
metal at the New York metal exchange. 
The early strength in the market, out- 
side of the specialties which have been 
referred to, was traceable to the influ- 
ence of the Erie financial settlement, 
the stocks of that company and of 
Union Pacific leading the movement. 
The assumption of buyers of these 
stocks was that more intimate rela- 
tions between the two railroad sys- 
tems would be the outgrowth of the 
advance of funds to the Erie of E. H. 
Harriman. Prospects for a good bank 
statement had some influence on the 
market, although the prevailing case 
of the money market obscures the im- 
portance of the weekly changes to 
some extent. 

The promise is for a gain in cash by 
the banks of about $5,000,000. The fact 
that receipts from the interior on 
balances as a result of the express 
movement are somewhat smaller than 
last week, was accepted with com- 
placence, as a continuance of a full 
tide of the money flow from the in- 
terior would be regarded as a sinister 
import as to the shrinkage in business 
activity. The sensitiveness of the 
wheat market to some reports of dam- 
age to wheat in Kansas from dry 
weather was suggestive of the im- 
portance which will attach to that 
subject in the formation of speculative 
sentiment for the future. A rise in 
the private discount rate in London 
was the feature of the day in the inter- 
national money markets.
